The pleasant weather we have realized the past 
few days, has thronged our principal streets, not 


nly with business men, but also with the beauty | 


Business is slowly imprey- 
ing, and prices on many articles advancing. Money 
ts v@ry abundant, and bids fair to comimand very 
soon on loans but four to five per cent interest. It 
is already at this low stand in New York. 

Our Post Office and the Banks here, in New 
York, and in Philadelphia, refuse to take Spanish 
money for more than tweniy three cents for the 
quarter dollar, ten cents for the ninepence, and five 
cents for the four pence half penny. ‘This depre- 
ciation in this kind of money has been and is a se- 
rious loss to all classes of the community, as a 
Jarge portion of the silver money in circulation 
throughout the United States is Spanish coin. The 
review ef the Beston Market the past week exhib- 
its an evident besiness improvement.

An important correspondence has 
been recently going on between Hon. Daniel Web 
ster, Secretary of State, and the Hon. Edward Ev 
erett, our Minister to England, occasioned by the 
recent discussion in the British Parliament, 
deavoring to set up the distinction in our jate ‘Trea- 
ty, between the right of visifing,and the right of 
search, of our vessels on the high sess, and in for- 
eign ports. The Madisonian of Wednesday last, 
has the following remarks on this subject, which 
are presumed to be semi-official : 

“The Despatch from the Government of the 
United States toour Minister fn London, is a matter 
for grave consideration, inasmuch as the conse- 
quences which may spring from the correspondence 
to ensue, would be likely to afiect the whole Amer- 
jean People, and perhaps the whole world. 

It cannot be disguised that the position assumed 
in the Bespaich, as directed by the head of our 
Government, is nothing less than a second Decla- 
ration of Independence. That former Presidents 
may not have admitted or disavowed any suprema- 
-cy of the seas claimed by Greet Britain, may easily 
be attributed to the fact that, although that power 
anay have really entertained such pretentions, they 
were never so boldly and distinctly asserted as has 
recently been done by Lord Aberdeen and Sir 
Robert Peel. 

The question is now brought up, by both Gov- 
ernments, prominently before the bar of the world, 
for an inevitable and final decision. No ingenuity 
of Diplomatists can hide the subsfance and the mer-

The positions of both Govy- 
ernments are broadly defined, and, we regret to 
say it,(but it is obvious to ail,)the grounds assumed 
are widely asunder. 

The British Government has undertaken to make 
a distinction between the right of search and the 
right of visitation. The exercise of the former is 
disclaimed in time of peace. he latter is claimed 
at all times, in the most emphatic terms. 

The American Government denies that any dis- 
tinction exists between the two alleged righls, and 
declares, even if it does exist, that the latter shall 
not, as a right, be exercised on American vessels in 
time of peace.”

SUMMARY OF INTELLIGENCE. 


The European Packet ship, Switzerland, whose 
prolonged absence has caused considerable anxiety 


at New York, has got into Newport, (R. L) in dis- | 
tress, the crew and passengers having been on_ 


short allowance for forty days, and having experi- 
enced most disastrous weather. 


The difficulties of the times have given a materi- 
al check to the extravagance of the people of the 
United States in their profuse consumption of va- 
rious articles of fashion and luxury obtained from 
France. The Prefect of the Seine, in his recent 
annual expose, mentions that the exports of Paris 
were lessened by twenty four millions of francs, 
which evil he ascribes to the ‘ American financial 
crisis,” and the American tariff. 


The Quebec Gazette states, that the collector of 
customs and the deputy postmaster general in that 
city have received instructions against the intro- 
duction into Canada of re-prints in the United 
States of British publications, for which copyright 
exists, and that steps will be taken and rigidly act- 
ed upon accordingiy. 

Eleven years ago there were but six miles of rail- 
road in use in the vicinity of Boston. Now Boston 
has direct connexion with a web of railways one 
thousand tivo hundred and three miles in length, all 
of which, except about twenty four miles, are actu- 
ally in use, being a greater length of railread than 
there was in the whole world eleven years ago. 


Ata recent Convention of the Episcopal Church 
of the Diocgse of Rhode Island, the Rev. Jobu P. 


K. Henshatv, D. D., of Baltimore, was elected 
Bishop of said Diocese. It is understood that he is 
to receive an unanimous invitation from Grace 


Church, Providence, to become their Rector. 


The Rochester Democrat states that more than 
seven hundred members have been added to the 
several churches in that city since the first of Janu- 
ury. 

At the recent Court of Common Pleas at Nor- 
thampton, (Mass.) four persons were each sentenced 
to forty days’ imprisonment in the county jail for 
stealing water melons in August last. 


The Roman Catholics are preparing to build a 
very large Monastery and College within two miles 
of South Bend, (Ia.) Itis to be brick, three stories 
high, two hundred feet by forty, and will cost about 
fifteen thousand dollars. The Roman Catholic 
Chureh own a large quantity of real estate, which 
property is to be used towards defraying the expen- 
ses of building this large monastery. There are sev- 
enteen monks and two priests there now.

_Henry R. Sehooleraft has been arrested in New 
York, in a civil suit instituted against bim by the 
United States, to recover $16,972, the amount of 
the alleged defaleation in his capacity of Indian 
Agent in Michigan. The Court ordered him to 
give bail in twenty thousand dollars, to abide the 
issue of the suit. 


The Union Bank of New York offers a reward of

Agent. He had fifteen thousand dollars belonging 
to the Bank, and the above reward will be given

Frou the statements made, it appears that the | 
object of this movement, is, to organize for the pur- 
pose of concentrating the strength of the friends of 
indemnity and bringing it to bear upon the election 


of State officers. ‘The speakers maintained, that 
for nine years, indemnification had been asked of 
the Legislature, and in vain,—that petition after pe- 
tition had been neglected, or had been treated with 
open contempt by each successive Legislature of 
his State—that the action of the late Legislature, 
refusing even an inquiry into the circumstances of 
the Joss of the Convent, was sufficient to convince 
any reasonable men, that indemnification could 
never be obtained in the ordinary way, but that 
stronger and more decided measures must be taken 
by the organization of a party to speak through the 
ballot box.

He soon displayed a taste 
for mechanical pursuits, and contrived as a 
workshop for his operations, a sort of cir-

His genius 
for practical mechanics was universal.- He was 
skilled in all sorts of turning, and constructed 
several very curious lathes, as well as clocks 
and musical instruments of every description, 
no less admired for the sweetness of their tone 
than the elegance of their execution. He ex- 
celled too in the construction of optical instru- 
ments, and made some reflecting telescopes, 
the specula of which were not inferior to those 
finished by the most eminent London artist. 
He suggested some important improvements in 
the machinery for spinning flax. We believe, 
he was the first who made the wooden jointed 
snuff boxes, some of which fabricated by this 
self-taught artist, were purchased and sent as 
presents to the royal family. To his other en- 
dowments, he added an accurate knowledge of 
drawing and engraving, and in both of these 
arts produced many specimens of the high- 
est excellence. For upwards of fifty years he 
quitted bis bed ouly three times, and on these 
occasions his house was either inundated with 
water, of threatened with danger from fire. 
His curiosity, which was unbounded, prompted 
him to hatch different kinds of bird's eggs by 
| warmth of his body, and he after- 


the natural 
wards raised the motely brood with all the ten- 
derness of a parent ; so that on visitirg him it 
was bo uncommon thing to see various singing 
birds, to which he may be said to have given 
birth, perched on his head, and warbling the 
artificial notes he had taught them. Naturally 
possessed of a good constitution, and an active 
mind, his house was the general coffee-room of 
the village, where the affairs of both church 
and state were discussed with the utmost free- 
dom. In consequence of long confinement his 
countenance had rathera sickly cast, but it was 
remarkably expressive. This singular man 
had acqutred by his ingenuity and industry an 
honorable independence, and died possessed of 
considerable property.

Boston, May 25, 1843. 

Friexp Green---“ Wars and rumors of war,” ! 
“fun and frolic,” “haumbugs,” and “ deaths and 
marriages,” are “ the order of the day,” for the pres- 
ent, inthe ‘Tri-Mountain’ city. Such a quantity 
and variety of intelligence, as has been received, | 
during the past week, in this ‘notional city, has

THE MINISTERIAL TOMB.

Whitney. were removed, on Friday of last week, 
from the tomb where at first they were deposited, 
and placed in the old ministerial tomb, with those 
of her husband, the late Rev. Peter Whitney.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE, 
The most extensive conflagration which ever oc- 


| Tue Convent Party. An Executive State 


Committee has been appointed by the friends of in- 


curred in this town, although not in the amount of demnification for the Convent outrage, and among 


property destroyed, took place on Wednesday last, 
at about eleven o’clock in the forenoon. It origi- 
nated in the “ Faxon House,” so called, on Han- 
cock street, doubtless by sparks from a chimney on 
a portion that was somewhat lower than the main 
building, and which lodged upon that part and thus 
communicated the fire. This dwelling-house, oc- 
cupied in part by the widow of Benjamin Faxon, 
deceased, and several Irish families, wus very soon 


reduced to ashes. 


Some of the burning embers were carried by the 
wind, while the fire was at its height, and lodged 
in the yard of Henry G. Pratt, in which was situa- 
ted his earpenter’s shop, and set fire to the shavings 
around jt. Ina few minutes, his shop and dwel- 
ling-house was on fire and hurnt to the ground. 
The fire from these buildings communicated to the 
house of Captain Peter Brackett, which was also 


destroyed. Jn the meantime, the new stable of 


Clift Rodgers, nearly opposite the original fire, not- 
withstanding the great efforts made to save it, fell 
a prey to the devouring element. 

The occupants of these several dwellings had but 
little time to save a few articles of furniture and 
clothing,so furiously did the flames spread. 

The amount of property destroyed, will not vary 
much from three thousand dollars, and there was 
an insurmnce of five hundred and fifty dollars on 
Pratt’s house and shop, and one hundred and sey- 
enty five dollars on the “ Faxon house.” This was 
all the insurance. 

Several dwelling-houses in the vicinity, and which 
were momentarily expected to be on fire, were 
divested of every moveable article by the energy 
and exertions of the citizens, and in particular by 
the ladies who deserve great praise for their zeal 
and activity. Fears were entertained for a time 
that the new Episcopal Parsonage House would be 
destroyed, for which the ladies were holding a Fair 
in the neighborhood to furnish the same. 

George Newcomb, Esq., who was engaged in 
removing articles from the fire, was knocked down 
by a horse attached to a loaded wagon which was 
driven furiously through the street, and one of the 
wheels passed over his foot, causing a severe injury.

The fate festival, at Dedham, was announced 
as acelebration of the Washingtonians of Nor- 
folk County. It was believed that the stand 
taken by Mr. Clark in opening the Phenix 
Hotel as a strictly temperance house in the 
shire-town of the County, merited a public ex- 
pression of congratulation from the friends of 
total abstinence in old Norfolk, and untiring 
efforts were made not only tosecure a substan- 
tial testimonial of encovragement for Mr. Clark, 
but also to strike a blow for the Washingtonian 
cause which should be felt throughout the 
country. 

The gentlemen invited to lead in the devo- 
tional exercises of the day and the speakers 
also were not only well known as active friends 
of temperance, but they had alse given in their 
adherance to the total abstinence movement by 
atiending to the town and county meetings and 
by signing the Washingtonian pledge. 

The pledge of total abstinence from intoxica- 
ting drinks, is emphatically the ark of safety 
to a large portion of the Washingtonians. Ie 
is * the pillar of cloud by day and the pillar of 
fire by night” to bundred of thousands of men 
in our land ; it is the’ strong arm which is lead- 
ing them on to faithful fellowship with good 
men on earth, and it is hoped, to their right- 
ful inheritance with good menin Heaven. A 
profound sentiment of respect has become asso- 
ciated with the pledge, which thus acquires the 
binding force of a sacred obligation. It isa 
pledge given by man to his fellow man, a vio- 
lation of which invelves the sacrifice of mutual 
confidence, of honor and ef truth. Struck 
with astonishment at the results which have 
been produced by this Washingtonian pledge, 
many of the pioneers in the temperance cause, 
in every part of the country and in every con- 
dition in life, have given the sanction of their 
names and their active efforts to the total ab- 
stinence cause ; and wherever such men have 
joined the ranks of the Washingtonians the re- 
torm has received a powerful influence. No- 
where has this result been more obvious than 
in some of the towns in Norfolk County, as 
has been more particularly noticed in the annu- 
al county report. 

We are aware that many individuals, distin- 
guished in public and private life for unques- 
tioned excellence of character, have not yet felt 
it to be their daty to add their names to the 
f total abstinence. “Their language is 
—‘such a pledge may be necessary for the 
drunkard, but it is not so for us,” and thus they 
cut themselves off, it is believed, from all influ- 
ence on this subject over those in the highest 
as well as humblest circles in life, who are with 
various degrees of speed travelling heedlessly 
on to a drunkard’s grave. 

The Committee of Arrangements of the late 
celebration in Dedham, were of opinion that 
tho-e persons, however eminent for public and 
private worth in other respects, who had not 
exhibited their interest in the Washingtonian 
movement by signing the tetal abstinence 
pledye—who kad not manifested their disappro- 
bation of the use of alcohol in ell its forms,— 
ought not to be invited to lead in the devotion- 
al services or to participate as speakers at pub- 
lic meetings called for the joyful purpose of 
congratulation on the progress and triumph of 
total abstinence principles. Jf was the object of 
the committce thus to manifest their respect for 
the pledge. No other consideration was deem- 
ed of sutiicient weight to take precedence of the 
great principle involved in the pledge of total 
abstinence. 

The Committee felt desirous that the old as 
well as new friends of temperance should be 
present at the celebration, and accordingly let- 
ters were addressed to the President of every 
Washington Total Abstinence Society in the 
County requesting them to invite all the cler- 
gymen in their respective towns to attend the 
celebration ; and the clergy of Dedham were 
particularly requested to favor the meeting with 
their presence, in a note specially addressed to 
them by the chairman of the committee. Sim- 
ilar invitations were also given to numerous 
other public men io and out of the County, one 
of the answers to which only was read at the 
celebration for want of time.

At most, the plaintiffs could only recover | 
against those of the owners who owned the three | 
eighths of the barque referied to in the note. 

The plaintiffs admitted that the note was pruna | 
facie payment of the debt, but if the defendants | 
denied Brown’s authority, then the note was not 
payment, and they might recover against all the 
owners. } 

Chief Justice Williams instructed the jury, that | 
a negotiable note was ordinarily considered in law 
a payment of the debt, but this presumption might 
be rebutted by evidence, showing a contrary inten- 


tion between the parties. Ifthe note was not pay- 


‘ment of this debt, then the plaintiff’ might recover 


on the account: but they could only recover against 
those of the owners for whom Brown had authority 
to act, either expressed or implied. Moreover, if 
the jury thought that any of the defendants were 
not hable, they must find a general verdict for the 
defendants ;

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| THE DAHLIA FLOWER. 


* Paxton, on the culture of the Dablia,” an 
English work, and one of the best treatises in 
print on the subject, thus remarks :—* We are 
informed from indisputable authority, that this 
plant was first introduced into England from 
Spain, by the Marchioness of Bute, so early as 
1759, but as it was not subsequently heard of 
it is supposed to have been lost shortly after 
this introduction. In 1804, accounts are re- 
corded of seeds of this plant having been trans- 
mitted by Lady Holland from the Royal Gar- 
dens at Madrid to Mr. Buonaruti, then resident 
in this country.” 

Mr. Paxton adds, “The botanical name 
Daklia, was first given to this genus in honor 
of Dabl, a Swedish botanist, by Cavanillus, a 
Spanish botanist, but the propriety of this 
baving been disputed on account of its resem- 
blance te Dalea,a name previously bestowed 
on a genus of a totally different nature, and 
more especially as the name of the genus nn- 
der consideration is frequently but vulgarly 
pronounced Daylia.” 

‘The Dahlia isa native of the high sandy 
plains of Mexico, where it was first discovered 
by that eminent and indefatigable botanist, 
Humboldt, five thousand feet above the level of 
the sea, but in what year we have no authentic 
accounts. There are three distinct species of 
genus ; D. coccinea, D. cerrantesit and D. 
caciabilis ; of which the two former are not 
new cultivated,as they do not readily sportinto 
varieties and are much less beautiful than D. 
raciabilis. 

Mr. E. Sayers says in his treatises on the 
culture of the genus—** The Dahlia adapts it- 
self to more variations of soil and location in 
favorable seasons than any other family of 
plants that claim so general admiration. Asa 
proof of this, we find it flourish in the impure 
air of a city equally as well as in the most sa- 
lubrious wir of the country, ner does a different 
kind of soil act so matertally on its well-being 
as on many kinds of plants which are partial 
in their nature,and will only flourish in their 
peculiar soil and location. But should season 
prove unpropitious, the most unremitted and 
scientific exertions of the cultivator cannot 
counteract tts effect on the flowering ; although 
in some cases good culture will greatly assist 
the process, ‘The most unpropitious season to 
the Dahlia in this climate is along continuance 
of drought in the months of July and August.” 

‘Tbe Dablia flourish best in an open situa- 
tion where it is not subject to the shade and 
drippings of trees or tall shrubs.” It delights, 
says Paxton, in a position where it can con- 
stantly receive the vivifying and strengthening 
rays of the sun, from the time he issues forth 
in eastern glory, to the period of his setting 
below the western horizon. 

Nothing is more simple than the cultivation 
of Dahlia roots. In March or April they will, 
if properly kept through the winter, begin to 
sprout around the old stem and tubers. To 
furward these sprouts in growth, the roots should 
be either buried in light earth,on the top ofa 
moderate hot bed, or else potted and then set in 
a Warin room or greenhouse and watered. As 
soon as the shoots have grown to the length 
of two or three inches, the roots may be divi- 
ded in sucha manner as to have a good strong 
shoot attached toa piece of the tubor or old 
stem ; each of these wiil, if properly managed, 
make a plant. Let the ground be well pulver- 
ized and enriched with old manure, be-

sisting of two thirds fresh loom and one third 
of well rotted manere; plant the roots two 
inches deep. It is the opinion of many culti- 
vators that the first of June, in the middle and 
northern States, may be considered a proper 
time for planting the roots. 

‘lhe method for dividing the roots ts, to take 
a sharp knife and divide the crown of the roots 
a manner thatan eye or two, with the 
tubers, is preserved with each intended plant. 

‘The principal thing te be considered in pre- 
serving the rvots of the Dahilia, is, the prepar- 
ing them in a proper manner in the fall, which 
is rarely done. In many cases the roots are 
taken from the ground in a growing state be- 
fore the tubers are matured. and consequently 
they are much shrivelled. On the other hand, 
roots are left in the ground oftentimes too late, 
and become frozen; and consequently are part- 
ly rotten before being taken into winter quarters. 
‘The object should be to have the roots weli 
matured and ripened previous to taking them 
from the ground for winter quarters. 

A very easy and good method is to take up 
'the roots, cut off the stalks about one foot from 
the crown and dry them; then dig a pitina 
dry sandy situation secure from the frost; the 
roots may then be carefully placed in the bot- 
|tom of the pit, some drysand placed over them. 
'In this situatian the roots may remain to the 
itime of parting for planting, when they may 
| be treated as directed above.
